Elizabeth  Ereider  was  20  years  of  age  when  she  wrote  this 
letter.  Written  in  German,  the  letter  was  translated  by  John 
Eohr,  Sr.,  bishop  of  the  Reformed  Mennonite  Church. 


"The  grace  and  peace  of  God  and  the  pure  love  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  be  richly  multiplied  with  you  my  dearly  beloved 
sister  in  spirit;  that  youomay  become  more  perfect  in  that 
which  iE  good,  ana  ever  grow  in  holiness  to  your  own  salvation 
unto  a  happy  end,  and  a  joyful  resurrection,  through  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen. 

"0,  my  beloved,  only  remember  at  all  times,  how  much  good 
the  kind  lord  has  done  unto  our  poor  souls,  for  in  times  past  we 
walked  according  to  the  course  of  this  world;  according  Id  the 
prince  of  the  power  of  the  air;  the  spirit  that  now'worketh  in 
the  children  of  disobedience,  among  whom  also  we  all  had  our 
conversation  in  times  past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilling 
the  desires  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  mind;  and  were  by  nature 
the  children  of  wrath,  even  as  others.  But  God  who  iB  rich 
in  mercy,  for  Eis  great  love  wherewith  He  loved  us,  even  when 
we  were  dead  in  sins,  hath  quickened  us. together  with. Christ. 
Therefore  we,  my  beloved,  will  also  love  Him  and  in  obedience  to 
Eis  word  ever  serve  Sim  faithfully;  even  if  we  have  to  be  looked 
upon  by  the  world  as  fools,  for  we  still  find  a  comfort  for  us 
in  the  Word,  as  it  is  written;  "God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
tilings  of  the  world",  and  Christ  saith,  "If  ye  were  of  the.  vorld, 
the  world  would  love  his  own,  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world, 
but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore  the  world  hateth 
you .  ” 

"0,  my  beloved  let  us  only  ever  be  diligent  in  watching  and 
praying,  so  as  to  carefully  preserve  that  treasure  which  God  has 
entrusted  to  our  care,  for  the  enemy  is  daily  about  us,  and  his 
object  is  ever  to  devour  .us,  or  draw  us  in  his  deceptive  net. 
Sometimes  he  comes  in  such  a  pleasant  way,  offering  unto  us  the 
world  and  all  its- pleasures ,  in  such  a  beautiful  light,  which  is 
also  gratifying  to  our  lustful  flesh,  and  corrupt  nature,  which 
would  ever  be  ’ready  to  receive  it.  But  what  saith  Paul :  "If  ye 
live  after  the  flesh  ye  shall  die,  but  if  ye  through  the  spirit 
do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live."  Therefore  my 
most  beloved,  we  will  rather  choose  to  suffer  affliction  with 
the  people  of  God,  than  to  enjoy  the  worldly  treasures,  and 
pleasures  of  Egypt,  that  we  may  -in  the  end,  as  spiritual  Israelites, 
enter  into  the  Everlasting  Lend.,  of  Promise;  v/here  nothing  but 
heppiness  dwells,  at  which  place  we  shall  rest  of  all  our  labors 
through  Jesus  Christ.  Amen."

ORIGIU: 

"The  distinguished  nairie  of  Ereider,  and  its  many  variant  foms 
finds  its  origin,  some  authorities  say,  in  a  trade  or  occupational 
name  coming  from  Eroter  -  a  herbalist  or  druggist.  Another  theory 
is  that  Ereider  of  Ereuter  comes  from  the.  Teutonic  reiter  or  renter, 
meaning  a  trooper. 

"The  differences  in  the  spelling  of  the  name  should  he  ignored 
for  two  good  reasons.  .In  the  first  place  in  the  olden  days  spelling 
was  precarious.  Men  signed  their  own  names  with  different  spellings 
on  different  occasions,  or  a  clerk  frequently  spelled  the  name  as 
he  heard  it  pronounced  rather  than  bother  to  ask  how  to  spell  it. 

The  other  reason  is,  that  here  in  America  the  census  records  were 
printed  some  150  years  after  they  were  written  so  the  paper  and 
ink  had  faded,  fine  strokes  of  the  pen  had  worn  $way  as  the  pages 
rubbed  against  each  other  in  use,  and  the  clerks,  expert  as  they 
were  in  reading  old  documents,  occasionally  erred  in  interpreting.^ 
the  handwriting. 

"Early  in  the  16th  century  many  inhabitants  of  the  Lower  Palati-  • 
nate,  lying  on  both  sides  of  the  Rhine  in  Germany,  were  driven  from 
their  homes  by  the  persecution  of  Louis  ELY  of  France,  whose  armies 
desolated  their  country.  Many  of  these  fugitives  found  refuge  in 
England,  and  many  came  to  Americao 

"At  this  point  it  might  be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  for  cen¬ 
turies  past  in  Europe  people  have  been  compelled  to  flee  their  homes 
and  countries,  because  of  religious  and  political  differences,  and 
thus  today  we  find  persons  bearing  the  same  surname,  or  a  variant, 
who  yet  are  of  different  nationalties. 

"Luring  the  years  1709-1712  shiploads  of  German  people  came  to 
America  and  landed  in  Hew  York.  As  most  of  them  came  from  Rhenish 
or  Palatine,  the  name  "Palatine"  was  applied  indiscriminately  to 
all  of  these  immigrants,  although ' some  came  from  neighboring  terri¬ 
tories  as  well. 

"The  Ereider  family  is  believed  to  have  had- its  origin  in  Swit¬ 
zerland  and  Germany.  John  Jacob  Ereider,  of  Canton,  Basel,  Switzerland, 
arrived  in  Philadelphia  in  1710.  He  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa. 
where  he  owned  an  800  acre  farm' in  what  is  now  part  of  the  City  of 

Lancaster."  ■ 

(We  have  ho  way  of  knovd  ng  whether  our' first  Christian  Ereider 
was  related  to  John  Jacob  Ereider,  mentioned  in'-'the  above  paragraph, 
but  since  both  settled  so  close  to  the  city  of  Lancaster,  it  is 
Altogether  possible  they  were  of  the  same  family^ 
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"This  interesting  item  is  from  the  First  Official  U.  £.  Census 
taken  in  1790:  -  Ereider;  Ersider;  Ereeder;  and  Erider;  that  the 
average  size  of  a  family  was  6.0;  that  there  were  24  heads,  with  a 
total  of  121;  that  there  were  24  families  in  Penney!  vani a.  (no 
families  7/ere  mentioned  in  any  other  of  the  then  existing  States. 0" 

"Members  of  this  family  have  scattered  throughout  the  United 
States  and  it  can  justly  be  said  that  they  have  made  a  substantial 
contribution  to  the  progress  and  civilization  of  the  country  to 
which  their  forefathers  came  so  many  generations  ago."

regarding  the  early  Ereiders . 

""  Mr.  Amos  E.  Stauffer,  historian  of  the  Ereider-Greider  Associ¬ 
ation,  in  reference  to  the  early  settlers  in  Lancaster  County,  and 
in  an  effort  to  learn  more  about  our  first  Christian  Ereider .writes 

nAs  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  the  first  permanent  settlement  of 
whites  in  Lancaster  County  was  the  Hans  Herr  contingent  who  located 
on  the  Pequea  in  1710.  Hone  of  these  early  settlers  was  taxed  by 
the  Penn  Government  for  eight  years,  as  the  first  tax  lists  available 
for  Lancaster  County  begin  with  the  year  1718.  For  the  years  1716  to 
1720  the  name  of  Jacob  Grider  (also  spelled  Griter)  appeared  alone, 
so  that  he  was  apparently  the  only  taxable  Ereider  here  at  that  time. 
In  the  years  1721  to  1723  the  names  are  Jacob  Grider  and  George 
Griter.  Then  in  1724  to  1725  the  names  are  Jacob  Crider,  John  Greider 
and  Michael  Grider.  (The  name  George  does  not  appear  again.)  In  1726 
the  names  are  shown  as  Jacob  Gryder,  Christian  Grider,  John  Cryder, 
and  Michael  Grider.  Then  in  1727  the  names  of  John  and  Christian 
disappear,  while  another  Jacob  Gritter  and  an  Ann  Grider  appear. 

"The  foregoing  seems  to  indicate  that  John  or  Christian  or  both 
may  have  died,  and  that  Ann  was  the  widow  of  either  Christian  or 
John.  This  being  before  the  organization  of  Lancaster  County  in 
1729,  no  records  are  available  in  the  Court  House  to  tell  us  who 
were  the  children  of  said  Christian  Ereider.” 


Information  regarding  the  farm  once  known  as  the  Ereider 
■  Homestead,  and  now  owned  by  Mr.  U.  Grant  Barr  of  Lancaster,  Pa. 
and  now  known  as  Barrose  Terrace.  It^was  in  the  Ereider  family 
for  over  100  years  -  situated  south  of  Lancaster  City  along 
Mill  Creek  in  what  was  once  cabled  Lampeter  Township,  and  now 
West  Lampeter  Tcc  ns  hip .  Following  is  copy*  of  parts  of  the  Deed, 
of  April  1,  1859:- 

"THIS  INDENTURE" 

"made  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred',  and  thirty 
nine  (1859)  between  Jacob.  Ereider,  of  the  city  of  Lancaster,  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  the  one  party  and  John 
Ereider  of  Lampeter  Township  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  the  State 
aforesaid,  of  the  other  part;  7/itnesseth,  That  the  said  -  etc.,  etc." 
(Jacob  and  John  Ereider  were  brothers,  sons  of  Christian  Ereider  . 
and  his  wife  Ann  -  and  the  farm  sold  for  §11,000.) 

"BEGINNING  at  a  pile-of  stones  near  Conestoga  Creek  and  from  thence, etc 

"CONTAINING  One  hundred  and  fifteen  acres  and  one  half,  be  it  more  or 
less:  Being  the  residue,  and  remainder  of  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  and  one  half-,  which  Christian  Greider  and  Ann  his  wife, 
by  indenture,  dated  the  28th  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1621 
for  the  consideration  therein  mentioned,  did  grant  .bargain,  sell,  » 
release  and  confirm  unto' their  son  the  said  Jacob  Greider first  party 

.  *  ?' 
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hereto,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever:  Excepting  and  reserving  for 
the  grantors  in  said  indenture  the  use  of  the  spring  house  with  a 
piece  of  ground  adjoining  and  privilege  to  pass  to  the  spring  or 
fountain;  stable  room  for  a  horse  and  two  head  of  horned  cattle, and 
room  in  the  "barn  for  provender,  and  right  to  pass  and  re-pass:  and 
as  much  of  the  fruit  as  they  shell  want:  which  reservations  to  termi¬ 
nate  with  the  life  of  said  Christian  Greider  and  Ann  his  wife  and  the 
survivor  of  them:  as  the  said  privileges  and  rights  are  more 
particularly  set  forth  and  reserved  in  said  deed  of  indenture:  as 
appears  hy  the  same,  intended  to  he  recorded. " 

(The  1821  Deed,  here  referred  to,  is  not  recorded  and  cannot  he  foum 

"TO  HATE  AM)  TO  HOLD  the  said  plantation  or  tract  of  land  above  de¬ 
scribed  containing  115  acres  and  one  half"  etc.  etc. 

"unto  the  said  John  Kreider  his  heirs'  and  assigns,  to  the  only  proper 
use,  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  said  John  Kreider  heirs  and  assigns 
forever— -Reserving .the  rights  and  privileges  aforesaid  for  the  said 
Christian  Greider  and  Ann  his  wife  and  the  survivor  of  them  as  they 
are  reserved  in  said  indenture  of  the  28th  day  of  March,  1821."  etc. 


The  following  information  was  gathered  from  Deeds  for  the  Kreider 
Homestead,  on  record  at  the  Court  House :- 

In  1792  Henry  Good  owned  the  farm  (later  known  as  Kreider  Eomestead). 

Prior  to  1805  Christian  Kreider  and  wife  Ann  purchased  the  farm. 

*1805  John  Harnish  &  wife  Ann  sold  12  acres  of  lend  adjoining  the 

Kreider  farm  to  Christian  Kreider  (then  spelled  Greider). 

1821  Christian  Greider  &  wife  Ann  sold  120§-  acres  to  son  Jacob  Kreider. 

1839  (as  per  Deed  given  above)  Jacob  Kreider  sold  farm  to  John  Kreider 

1872  John  KreiderTs  heirs  sold  the  farm  to  Isaac  Kreider. 

1902  Isaac  Ereiderrs  heirs  (Jacob  &  Enos  Kreider  being  executors)  sold  . 
the  farm  to  Jacob  F.  Charges,  then  98  acres  &  54  perches. 

"One  Hundred  years  or  more  in  Kreider  ownership"-  about  1800  to  1902. 


*WHEN  John  Harnish  &  his  wife  Ann  sold  12  acres  of  land  to  add  to 
Christian  Greider's  farm,  it  was  interesting  to  note  in  that  deed 
the  fact  that  these  12  acres  came  ffom  land  that  William  Penn  granted 
to  Jacob  Harnish.  The  closing  part  of  said  Deed  states:- 
n  "Being  part  of  land  -  136  acres  -  Feb.  20,  1755  -  Philadelphia 
Patent  Book  A  Yol .  19-P-73  -  Pe  nn  grant  to  Jacob  Harnish  (John 
Earni'sh Ts  father)." 

fv.'e  have  not  way  of  knowing  whether  Ann. Harnish  Kreider,  wife  of 
Christian  Kioiaer,  was  related  to  John  Harnish  and  his  wife  Ann.) 


THE  NAME  KREIDER 

is  derived  from  the  German  noun,  Krcid,  meaning’’  chalk.  Hence  one  who  worked  with  Kreid,  became  known 
as  a  Kreider,  a  chalker.  „ 

[From  Tombstones,  Assessment  Records,  Wills,  Deeds,  and  other  Legal  Instruments  we  find  the 
name  variously  spelled,  such  as  Creyter,  Creytor,  Crider,  Criter,  Cntoi,  Croyder,  Cryder,  Crydor,  Cry- 
ter,  Greder,.  Greter,  Greider,  Greiter.  Greitor,  Grider,  Griter,  Groyder,  Gryder,  Kreider,  Kreiter, 
Kreyter,  Krider,  Kryder,  Kryter,  Krieder,  etc.,  this  diversity  of  spelling  no  doubt  being  the  result . 
of  different  individuals  attempting  to  spell  the  name  phonetically.! 

OUR  ANCESTORS 

the  Kreiders,  were  native  of  Switzerland,  and  having  embraced  the  Mennonite  faith,  they,  with  other  Mennonites 
of  Switzerland,  were  obliged  on  account  of  religious  persecution  to  flee  from  their  homes,  and  many  of  them 
sought  refuge  in  the  Palatinate,  a  province  of  southern  Germany. 

In  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  the  Palatinate  was  ravaged  by  the  armies  of  the  Thirty  Years’  War. 
In  16S5  Louis  XIV,  of  France,  made  war  on  the  Palatinate.  -  Buildings  were  burned,  crops  were  destroyed,  and 
the  people  were  reduced  to  poverty’.  The  French  king  also  attempted  to  establish  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in 
this  territory.  *  .  ■  ’ 

'  While  these  almost  unbearable  conditions  were  existing  in  the  Palarinate,  William  Penn  invited  the  Palatines 
to  his  colony  in  America,  where  homes  and  religious  freedom  were  assured  them.  Many  of  the  Swiss-German 
Mennonites,  including  some  Kreiders,  eagerly  took  advantage  of  Penn’s  offer  and  came  to  Pennsylvania. 

THE  FIRST  SETTLER 

by  the  name  of  Kreider  in  Lancaster  County,  of  whom  we  have  any  definite  record,  was  Jacob  (the  name  being 
spelled  Greider)  and  he  came  to  the  Mennonite  colony  on  the  Pequea  al>out  1712,  or  maybe  a  little  later.  Jacob 
Greider  (Kreider)  received  from  Penn  a  grant  for  800  acres  of  land,  just  south  of  what  is  now  Lancaster  City. 

On  August  11,  1732,  Michael  Greider  landed  at  Philadelphia,  and  later  took  up  200  acres  of  land  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Conestoga  Creek,  where  the  village  of  Safe  Harbor  now  stands. 

[Martin  Kreider,  (Bom  1681)  landed  at  Philadelphia  September  16,  1736,  and  went  to  the  home  of  Jacob 
Greider  (Kreider)  at  Conestoga.  (Conestoga  at  that  time  was  the  name  of  that  portion  of  Chester  County 
which  was  later  organized  as  Lancaster  County.) 

This  Martin  Kreider  (whose  wife’s  name  was  Barbara),’ by  Patent  dated  Nov.  3,  1738,  received  from  John,  ■ 
Thomas,  and  Richard  Penn,  200  acres  of  land,  on,  or  near  Conostogoe  Creek  (Lampeter  township),  and  on 
October  6,  .1743,  Tobias  Kreider,  son  of  Martin,  received  from  the  Penn  heirs  a  tract  of  200  acres,  situated  on 
a  branch  of  the  Conostogoe  Creek  (This  was  evidently  the  present  Mill  Creek),  and  was  apparently  adjacent  to 
the  Martin  Kreider  grant 

^  •  .  ,  -  THE  OLD  KREIDER  BURIAL  GROUND  -  . 

In  Pequea  township,  Lancaster  county,  beside  the  road  leading  from  “Highland  Inn,”  on  the  Willow  Street 
turnpike  (“Fulton  Highway”),  to  New  Danville,  Pa.,  is  an  old  burial  ground,  containing  the  graves  of  many 
Kreiders-Gi eiders,  and  others  who  were  likely  related  with  Kreiders. 

Dates  -on  tombstones  indicate  that  these  are  of  the  second  or  third  generation  descendants  of  the  original  set¬ 
tlers  in  that  seciion,  and  possibly  the  unmarked  resting  places  of  the  original  settlers  themselves. 

The  plot  is  inclosed  by  a  stone  wall,  sections  of  which  are  in  poor  condition,  and  the  ground  is  overgrown 
with  weeds,  bushes  and  briars.  Everything  is  in  a  badly  dilapidated  condition,  and  apparently  no  person  or  or¬ 
ganization  is  interested  in  caring  for  this  hallowed  plot.  The  Kreider -Greider  Family  Organization  should 
consider  it  one  of  its  first  duties  to  care  for  this  burial  ground,  and  any  other  neglected  plots  containng  Kreider- 
Greider  graves. 

POSTERITY 

As  an  indication  of  the  remarkable  increase  in  population,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the  Mennonite 
'Church  and  Sunday  School,  at  East  Petersburg,  Pa.,  there  are  46  persons  by  the  name  Kreider,  and  128  more 
that  are  of  Kreider  relationship,  a  total  of  174  of  Kreider  blood,  this  in  a  church  membership  of  about  425  and 
Sunday  School  register  of  about  375.  Possibly  there  are  other  sections  in  Lancaster  county  that  can  show  as 
large  a  percentage  of  Kreider,  or  perhaps  more,  if  any  one  would  be  interested  enough  to  figure  it  out. 

THE  APPEAL  ; 

This  pamphlet  has  been  prepared  by  the  Committee  on  Genealogy  for  the  purpose  of  placing. before  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  some  of  the  information  that  has  been  gathered,  during  the  year.'  Evoryone  is  urged  to  pre¬ 
pare  some  family  history  so  that  it  can  be  published  in  pamphlet  form  each  year.  If  you  do  not  feel -  equal  to 
the  task  of,  writing  your  story,  ask  someone  for  assistance.  Give  the  facts  and  let  him  write  the  story  so  that 
it  can  be  printed.  The  committee  should  be  told  of  any  old  deeds  old  photographs,  letters  or  wills,  that  may  be 
in  your  possession.  These  may  be  invaluable  in  tracing  out  family  connections.  Everybody  lend  a  hand.  • 
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.  THE3  EARLY  KREIDERS  OF  CONESTOGA  TOWNSHIP  LANCASTER  COUNTY 

Lancaster  County  was  established  in  1729.  Conestoga  was  one  o'f  the  original  townships  and  then  embraced 
the  territory  of  the  present  Manor,  Pequea  and  Conestoga  townships.'  From  the  tax  returns  in  the  county  com¬ 
missioners  office  may- be  traced  the  Kreiders  of  taxable  age.  The  first  appearance  ot'  the  name  is  in  the  returns 
for  the  year  1756,  noted  as  Keeports  stepson  Grider,  10  shillings;  1757,  Jacob  Grider,  1  pound,  10  s. ;  John  Gri- 
'  der,  1  pound,  8  s. ;  1759  Jacob  Griter,  Michael  Griter,  each  14s.-9d.  With  names  spelled  Cryder,  Krider,  Kryder 
and  Kreider,  Michael  and  Jacob  are  the  only  two  taxpayers  of  the  name  in  this  township  for  nearly  twenty  years 
until  in  1785  a  Michael  Kryder,  Junior,  appears  in  the  list.  The  assessor’s  return  for  1792  reports  Jacob  Krei¬ 
der,  110  acres,  Michael  Kreiter,  100  acres,  Michael  Kreiter,  Jun.,  90  acres. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  returns  for  1777  and  1792  are  written  in  a  neat  and  scholarly  report  and  the 
spellings  of  both  are  exactly  or  almost  exactly  the  present  spelling,  Kreider. 

In  1797  one  of  the  Michaels  drops  out  This  year  the  name  is  spelled  Groyder.  Wittow'  (widow) 
Groyder  takes  the  place  of  the  apparently  deceased  Michael.  Whether  me  junior  or  senior  Michael  died  at  this 
time  we  have  at  present  no  means  of  telling.  It  is  possible  that  Michael,  the  younger,  died,  as  there  is  a  stone 
in  the  Greider  burying  ground  on  the  David  Shank  farm  along  the  New  Danville  pike  inscribed  Michael  Greider, 
born  1761,  died  1794,  and  beside  it  a  stone  is  erected  to  his  wife,  Susanna,  born  1765,  died  1S33.  On  the  other 
hand  there  .is  evidence  that  Michael,  senior,  died  at  this  time,  for  there  is  a  stone  in  the  Kreider  burial  ground 
south  of  the  .Conestoga  and  north  of  Willow  Street  which  shows  a  Michael  Kreider  bom  May  1,  1762,  and  died 
May  4,  1833.  His  wife,  Barbara,  was  born  1763  and  died  1834.  This  then  would  be  the  Michael  junior,  who 
would  have  been  taxable  in  the  year  1785  and  continued  to  live  until  1833. 

In  1799  the  name  is  Grider,  Jacob,  Michael  and  Widdow.  In  18(30  the  widow  no  longer  appears  and  George 
Greider  first  appears  on  the  list.  From  1800  to  1820  Michael,  Jacob  and  George  are  the  only  three  taxables  of 
the  name  in  Conestoga  township.  The  name  during  this  period  is  always  spelled  Greider,  Grider  or  Gryder.  In 
this  year  Greider,  Jacob,  Estate  is  entered  on  the  assessor’s  list.  Jacob  then  passed  away'prior  to  1820. 

In  the  Kreider  burial  ground  north  of  Willow  Street  referred  to  before  there  are  tombstones  to  Jacob  Grei¬ 
der,  bom  Sept.  10,  1735,  died  Dec.  19,  ISIS;  his  wife,  Barbara,  born  Oct.  22,  1742,  died  May  13,  1S14.  This 
ties  up  closely  with  the  tax  lists  which  in  1756  show  Keeports  stepson  Crider  as  the  first  Kreider  assessed  in  Con¬ 
estoga  township.  This  is  evidently  the  Jacob  Kreider,  who  was  born  1735,  assessed  soon  after  reaching  his  ma¬ 
jority  in  1756  and  died  1818. 

,  The  1822  report  shows  George,  Michael  and  John  Greider  assessed.  1825  has  listed  George  Sr.,  George  Jr., 
^Michael,  John  and  Christian  Grider.  The  new  entries  are  Christian  and  George  Jr. 

X  We  dose  with  the  assessor’s  report  of  1829  the  first  centennial  of  Lancaster  county.

George  Kreider,  Sr.,  is  probably  the  one  whose  remains  lie  in  the  Kreider  burial  ground,  as  we  have  named  it. 
He  was  born  Dec.  20,  1778,  died  Dec.  21,  1849.  His  wife  Sabina  Benedict,  bom  April  25,  1798,  died  July  16, 
1868.  George  Sr.  was  the  great-great-grandfather  of  J.  Ira  Kreider,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Genealogy. 
There  is  a  significance  in  the  grouping  and  permanence  of  the  names  on  these  lists.  The  first  Michael  and  Jacob 
seem  to  have  been  brothers.  George  Sr.  could  be  the  son  of  either,  thus  making  George  Jr.  a  grandson  to  one 
of  the  elder  Kreiders.  It  seems  strange  that  the  Kreiders  did  not  increase  in  numbers  faster  than  the  records 
show  in  this  territory.  Probably  the  younger  males  moved  away  as  fast  as  they  grew  to  manhood.  It  is  prob¬ 
able  that  the  residences  of  most  of  these  Kreiders  was  that  group  of  old  Kreider  farms  between  Willow  Street 
and  Mill  Creek.  Christian  Kreider  is  the  only  one  left  who  holds  a  farm  among  these  old  homesteads.  The 
remaining  descendants  have  either  moved  away  or  are  keeping  their  silent  and  ceaseless  vigil  in  the  Kreider 
burial  ground. 

NOTE — Stumptown  in  the  assessor’s  report- of  1829  is  now  New  Danville. 

THE  KREIDERS  OF  MARTIO  TOWNSHIP,  LANCASTER  COUNTY 

Martic  township,  like  Conestoga,  was  one  of  the  Original  divisions  of  Lancaster  county  and  embraced  the 
present  Providence  township,  which  was  split  off  from  it  in  1853.  The  land  of  Martic  is  generally  hilly  and 
though  the  soil  is  fertile,  it  is  perhaps  less  so  than  that  of  the  rich  limestone  region  in  the  valley  of  the  Cones¬ 
toga.  Because  the  land  was  less  desirable  for  farming  there  was  not  tire  lure  to  attract  the  cautious  and  thrifty 
German  and  Swiss  settlers,  consequently  it  was  not  until  about  1829  that  the  name  Kreider  is  found  in  the  records 
of  this  township. 

The  present  year  being  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  entry  of  a  Kt  eider  into  this  region,  it  is  important  at 
this  time  to  take  some  notice  of  the  descendants  of  the  first  Kreider  settler  and  to  attempt  to  reach  a  solution  of 
the  possible  souice  of  this  family  branch.  It  is  also  well  to  make  a  record  of  this  or  any  family  while  the  infor¬ 
mation  is  available,  for  in  a  comparatively  few  years  the  web  becomes  so  entangled,  the  records  so  confused,  the 
memory  so  unreliable  that  it  is  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  even  a  partial  and  in  many  places  an  uncer¬ 
tain  family  tree  can  be  erected. 

Jacob  Kreider,  born  Nov.  3,  1777,  died  May  24,  1845,  and  Susanna  (Miller)  Kreider  born  Jan.  22,  1780, 
died  Nov.  22,  1839,  both  buried  in  the  Marticvdle  cemetery,  were  the  ancestors  of  the  only  Kreider  family  that 
remained  firmly  planted  in  the  soil  of  Martic  township.  The  first  tax  list  shows  Jacob  Kreider,  a  resident  of 
Martic  in  1829.  There  is  evidence  from  an  old  deed  that  he  was  there  in  1828  and  perhaps  earlier.  At  the  time 
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of  his  arrival  he  was  fifty  years  of  age  and  members  of  his  family  had  grown  to  maturity.  He  purchased  land 
along  Pequea  Creek  in  what  is  now  the  northern  edge  of  Providence  township.  This  place  has  in  recent  years 
been  known  as  the  Abe  Miller  Place.  Prior  to  that  designation  it  was  known  as  the  Old  Kreider  Place.  The  land 
is  on  a  northern  slope  and  is  thin  in  soil,  rough,  and  somewhat  uninviting  to  the  tiller  of  the  soil.  Perhaps  Jacob 
like  some  of  his  descendants  liked  the  life  of  a  pioneer  better  than  that  of  a  farmer  and  in  selecting  a  site  for  a 
home  the  first  thought  was  the  location  of  a  spring  of  good  water  and  on  this  site  he  surely  had  a  wealth  of  pure 
spring  water.  Indian-like,  the  spring  must  be  convenient  to  good  hunting  and  fishing  grounds,  and  these  were 
abundantly  supplied  by  the  adjoining  forests  and  the  Pequea  creek,  which  at  that  time  teemed  with  fish.  Yet  tra¬ 
ditions  indicate  that  Jacob  was  not  so  much  a  hunter  that  he  negletced  his  farm,  for  he  had  eighty  acres  of  first 
class  farm  land  and  was  rated  as  one  of  the  foremost  tax-payers  of  Martic  in  his  day. 

The  only  family  connection  of  which  we  have  any  knowledge  is  that  Jacob  Kreider  had  a  brother  Michael, 
who  lived  in  his  later  years,  at  least,  in  Conestoga  township,  in  the  section  somewhere  south  of  Conestoga  Cen¬ 
ter.  Daniel  Kreider,  a  grandson  of  Jacob,  living  now  at  eighty  years  of  age,  says  he  often  heard  his  father  speak 
of  Uncle  Mike.  There  is,  too,  a  grave  in  the  old  Hess  burying  ground  upon  what  was  formerly  the  Jacob 
Thomas  faun,  with  this  inscription:  Michael  Kreider,  bom  Dec.  20,  1770,  died  May  1,  1851,  and  beside  it  a 
stone,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Michael  Kreider,  born  Dec.  24,  1779,  died  Sept.  12,  1834.  From  the  dates  and  from  the 
fact  that  he  is  buried  right  in  the  locality  in  which  he  is  supposed  to  have  lived,  it  is  very  probable  that  this  is  the 
brother  of  Jacob  the  first  Martic  Kreider.  Whence  the  origin  of  this  branch  of  the  family  we  cannot  say.  A 
family  tradition  says  that  the  father  of  Jacob  came  from  Germany.  This  information  is  given  by  both  Daniel 
Kreider  and  by  Mrs.  John  (Johns),  the  only  surviving  grandchildren  of  Jacob  Kreider.  Mrs.  Johns  says  that 
when  they  as  children  asked  questions  about  their  grand-father  their  mother,  to  quiet  them,  would  say,  ‘Tie  came 
from  Germany.”  The  impression  left  is  rather  vague  and  unreliable  and  must  not  be  taken  too  seriously.  The 
fact  that  they  are  not  Mennonites  might  indicate  that  they  are  not  connected  with  the  other  Kreiders  directly,  and 
it  might  merely  indicate  that  they  broke  away  or  became  estranged  from  the  Mennonite  faith.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  features,  in  stature,  and  in  general  characteristics  they  are  much  like  the  other  Kreiders. 

The  children  of  Jacob  Kreider  were: 

1.  Martha,  born  Sept.  22,  1800,  died  Jan.  6,  1879,  buried  in  the  Hess  burial  ground,  in  Conestoga  township. 
She  married  Chiistof  Lieb,  who  died  a  suicide  on  the  Silvermine  farm,  Pequea  township.  She  later  married  David 
Hess  and  is  buried  with  him. 

The  only  child  of  which  we  have  certain  knowledge  isElizabeth  Lieb,  who  married  a  first  cousin,  John  Kreider. 

2.  John  Kreider  was  probably  the  second  child  in  this  family.  No  record.  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Kreider, 
born  Jan  5,  1801.  Died  Jan.  21,  1879.  Their  children  were  Jacob  Kreider,  who  last  lived  at  Rohrerstown,  Pa.; 
David,  at  Rawhnsville,  Pa.,  and  Mrs.  Wenger,  who  lived  in  Providence  township. 

3.  Jacob  Kreider,  born  March  4,  1804,  died  March  7,  1880,  married  Charlotte  Groff,  bom  Dec.’  4,  1808,  died 
May  8,  1882.  Their  children  were  Amos,  John,  Susan,  Martin,  Elizabeth,  Samuel,  Daniel  and  Barclay. 

4.  George  Kreider,  bom  October  16,  1809,  died  Jan.  11,  1869.  Catherine,  his  wife,  bom  Nov.  7,  1807,  died 
Nov.  22,  1884.  Their  children  were  George,  Henry,  Christian,  Abram.  Elizabeth,  Martha  and  Mary. 

5.  Mary  (nicknamed  Polly),  born  Feb.  16,  1818,  died  Aug.  24,  1886,  married  Henry  Reinhart  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were  Susan  Reinhart  Snyder,  Martha  Reinhart  Gainor,  Michael  Reinhart,  bachelor,  Henry  Reinhart,  John 
Reinhart,  bachelor,  Elias  Reinhart,  Mary  Reinhart  Ressel,  .Eva  Reinhart  Johns,  Benjamin  Reinhart,  bachelor. 

6.  Christian  Kreider,  born  1822,  died  Sept.  12,  1865,  Elizabeth  Kre'der,  his  wife,  died  Nov.  10,  1900,  aged 
73  years.  Their  children  were  Elias  and  Frank. 

7.  Susan  Kj  eider,  another  child  of  this  family,  was  deformed,  in  that  she  had  no  neck.  She  died  about  the 
age  of  16.  She  has  no  tombstone  and  her  order,  whether  oldest  or  youngest  in  the  family,  is  not  known. 

These,  so  fai  as  we  know,  are  all  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Kreider  in  the  third  generation.  As  stated  before, 
the  only  living  members  of  this  generation  are  Eva  Reinhart  Johns  and  Daniel  Kreider,  the  father  of  Wilmer  A. 
Kreider,  the  writer  of  this  brief  history.  Now  that  a  start. is  made,  every  livng  descendant  of  Jacob  Kreider 
should  become  interested  in  contributing  something  to  prepare  and  print  a  permanent  record  of  this  branch  of 
the  family. 

THE  KREIDERS  OF  LEBANON  COUNTY 

Tracing  a  line  of  what  appears  to  be  nearest  to  the  truth  in  the  maze  of  stories,  conjectures,  and  traditions 
which  surround  the  movements  of  the  early  Kreiders  in  Pennsylvania,  there  appears  to  be  substantial  fact  in  the 
historian’s  record  that  two  brothers,  John  and  Jacob  Kreider,  blazed-  a  trail  from  the  Kreider  settlement  on  the 
Conestoga  near  the  present  site  of  Lancaster  and  located  lands  on  Snitz  creek,  for  which  they  received  grants  from 
the  Penn  Heirs  in  1741.  The  records  show  that  to  John  “Croyder”  was  granted  300  acres  of  land  on  June  3,  1741, 
and  to  Jacob  “Croyder”  a  tract  of  250  acres  was  granted  on  the  same  date.  Tradition  says  that  these  two  broth¬ 
ers  came  over  South  Mountain  and  brought  an  ax  along  cutting  off  the.  sprouts  and  marking  the  tree's  so  they 
could  find  their  way  back  and  forth  through  the  primeval  forests.  Other  land  grants  of  an  early  date  .were,  200 
acres  to  John  Croyter,  Aug.  26,  1742,  100  acres  to  John  Creyter,  Jan.  12,  1751,  20  acres  to  John  Kreiter,  Oct.  18, 
1758.  Allowing  for  the  uncertainty  of  the. spelling  of  the  name  at  that  time,  it  is  possible  that  all  these  grants  ■ 
were  to  one  and  the  same  man,  making  a  total  of  620  acres,  of  land  to  John  Kreider,  one  of  the  two  first  settlers. 
Jacob  Kreider  died  about  1747  and  the  next  year  his  widow,  Mary  Krjter,  according  to  the  records  received  a 
grant  of  200  acres  of  land  Tune  15,  1748.  This  would  make  a  total  of  450  acres  for  the  Jacob  Kreider  family. 
Another  grant  of  50  acres  was  made  to  Francis  Kryter,  April  4,  1750.  '  . 

It  would  'seem  therefore  that  the  date  June  3,  1741,  and  the  names  John  and  Jacob  Kreider  are  safe  data  upon 
which  to  begin  the  history  of  the  Kreiders  of  Lebanon  county.  Just  who  these  two  settlers  were  is  a  problem, 
as  yet  not  solved  to  the  satisfaction  of  everyone.  A 


Beginning  May  22,  1919,  two  installments  weekly  appeared  in  the  Lebanon  Daily  News  tinder  the  title  “His¬ 
tory  of  the  Kreider  Family.”  These  articles  continued  until  September  11,  1919,  and  were  written  by  the  Rev. 
J.  G.  Francis.  Clippings  were  made  and  assembled  in  a  scrap  book,  which  may  be  found  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Society  in  Philadelphia.  We  are  indebted  to  this  work  for  most  of  our  information  relative  to  the 
Lebanon  Ki  eiders.  It  consumed  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  to  collect  and  compile  the  information  given  and 
it  is  most  unfortunate  that  some  means  was  not  available  to  have  it  printed  in  book  form,  so  that  it  could  be  dis¬ 
tributed  to  all  those  interested.  Possibly  the  files  of  this  newspaper  hate  the  complete  records  as  printed  and  an 
arrangement  could  yet  be  made  whereby  this  work  could  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Kreider  descendants. 

Returning  to  the  Kreider  settlers  on  Snitz  Creek,  we  note  that  Rev.  Francis  reaches  the  conclusion  that  John 
and  Jacob  Kreider  were  brothers  and  that  Jacob,  who  went  to  Snitz  Creek  in  1741,  was  the- original  settler  of 
the  Kreider  famly,  who  took  up  800  acres  of  land  south  of  Lancaster  in  1716  or  1717.  This  same  Jacob  Kreider 
according  to  history,  came  to  Philadelphia  from  Switzerland  in  1710,  spent  some  time  with  friends  in  German¬ 
town  and  then  moved  to  the  Lancaster  section  about  six  years  later.  So  far  the  history  of  Rev.  Francis  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  records,  but  in  his  next  move  of  the  first  settler  Kreider  he  jumps  to  a  conclusion  that  must  be  some¬ 
thing  of  a  guess.  He  believes  that  when  Lancaster  was  laid  out  in  1730  it  was  discovered  that  some  of  the  titles 
to  the  lands  of  the  settlers  had  not  been  completed  and  that  Jacob  Kreider  was  one  of  the  unfortunates  who  lost 
his  land.  Then  with  his  brother  John  he  moved  to  the  location  already  mentioned  within  the  present  limits  of 
Lebanon  county. 

So  long  as  there  are  no  supporting  records  to  prove  that  Jacob  Kreider  did  lose  his  lands  in  this  manner  and 
did  move  to  Snitz  Creek,  there  must  be  considerable  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  he  ever  moved  out  of  the  Lan¬ 
caster  settlement.  The  oldest  Kreider  Will  on  record  in  Lancaster  count}-  shows  that  Jacob  Kreider,  the  original 
settler,  made  a  will  in  1740.  He  had  three  sons,  John,  Jacob  and  Michael.  A  legal  document  quoted  by  Rev. 
Francis  shows  that  the  Jacob  Kreider  who  settled  at  Snitz  Creek  in  1741  had  eight  sons  and  one  daughter,  among 
the  sons  a  John  and  a  Jacob,  but  no  Michael. 

It  would  seem,  too,  that  if  the  Lancaster  Jacob  Kreider  lost  his  lands  some  time  after  1730,  he  would  have 
taken  up  other  land  in  the  same  locality  instead  of  waiting  until  1741,  when  he  was  evidently  an  old  man,  and 
then  going  to  make  a  fresh  start  in  an  unknown  wilderness.  Then,  again,  since  it  appears  that  the  two  who 
went  to  Lebanon  county  were  brothers,  where  did  this  brother  John  come  from  that  we  have  never  heard  of  him 
before?  Is  it  net  more  logical  to  think  than  two  sons  of  the  original  Jacob  were  the  John  and  Jacob  Kreider  that 
settled  on  Snitz  Creek? 

To  determine  these  problems  with  any  degree  of  definiteness  there  must  be  many  months  and  years  of  weary¬ 
ing  work  spent  in  examining  the  old  musty  records  that  are  still  in  existence  and  even  then  there  will  be  gaps  to 
be  filled  only  through  a  reasoning  process.  Most  of  the  early  Kreiders  were  Mennonites,  a  sect  which  kept  few¬ 
er  no  records,  and  the  church  record  which  is  of  such  great  value  to  the  genealogist  is  in  the  case  of  this  family 
a  thing  that  is  not.  The  sources  of  information  must  be  the  early  archives  of  Pennsylvania,  the  recorder’s 
office,  tax  returns,  old  wills,  and  particularly  the  old  land  deeds  which  recite  the  succession  of  lands  from  parents 
to  children  or  the  division  of  an  estate  among  members  of  the  family. 

We  have  tried  in  the.  limited  space  to  tell  a  little  of  the  very  beginning  of  the  Lebanon  Kreider  family.  It 
is  a  matter  of  piide  to  all  the  Kreiders  that  Lebanon  county  has  done  more  for  the  Kreider  name  than  any  other 
section  of  the  country.  It  is  with  a  glow  of  satisfaction  that  we  point  out  the  career,  of  the  late -A.  S.  Kreider. 
From  an  humble  beginning  he  became  a  captain  of  industry,  a  leader  in  education,  a  financial  success,  and  a 
statesman  of  no  mean  order.  He  is  without  doubt  the  most  illustrious  and  well  known  Kreider  that  has  yet 
lived.  The  career  of  William  H.  Kreider,  lawyer  of  Philadelphia,  President  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  is 
one  that  shows  what  the  country  boy  writh  energy  and  pluck  may  accomplish  in  the  life  and  politics  of  a  great 
city.  Professor  D.  Albert  Kreider  of  Yale  University  is  well  and  favorably  known  in  the  field  of  education.  It 
is  a  great  compliment  to  any  man  to  be  received  within  the  exclusive  circles  of  one  of  the  world's  greatest  educa¬ 
tional  institutions.  _  ... 

There  are  more  of  you 
that  should  be  eulogized  as  individuals,  but  as  time  and  space  are  limited  we  must  close  by  including  you  all  in 
that  staunch  and  loyal  band  which  has  been  the  real  bone  and  sinew  of  America’s  greatness.  Not  with  flowery 
speech,  nor  with  roll  of  drums,  nor  with  blare  of  trumpets,  have  they  served  in  the  battle  of  progress,  but  with 
honest  toil,  faithful  to  their  trust,  they  have  served  more  for  the  ideal  of  service  than  with  the  hope  of  reward. 
The  need  of  such  people  is  greater  today  than  ever.  May  you  ever  be  faithful  to  your  trust,  the  good  name  that 
your  fathers  have  left  to  you.

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THE  GREIDERS  OF  THE  CHICKIE5  VALLEY 

Jacob  Greider,  son  of  Christian  Greider,  son  of  John  Greider,  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  son  of  Martin  Greider  the 
Settler,  is  living  in  his  ninety-sixth  year  in  one  of  the  old  Greider  homesteads  near  Landisville,  Pa.  He  is  for  his  years 
a  remarkably  well  preserved  man.  Except  for  a  slight  dullness  of  hearing  he  has  the  full  use  and  enjoyment  of  his 
faculties.  His  health  is  good.  He  still  insists  upon  doing  his  share  of  work  on  the  farm.  His  mind  is  alert  and  he  has 
a  keen  sense  of  humor.  He  is  a  landmark  of  patriarchal  dignity  and  bids  every  promise  of  attaining  the  century  mark. 

It  was  the  writer’s  privilege  to  spend  a  few  hours  recently  with  “Uncle  Jacob”  and  it  is  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
serving  some  of  his  memories  and  reminiscences  that  this  article  is  written. 

The  origin  of  the  Greiders  of  the  Chickies  Valley  is  not  clear.  It  is  evident  however,  that  they  knew  good  land 
when  they  saw  it,  and  that  they  have  known  and  still  know  how  to  have  and  to  hold  this  excellent  land  in  Hie  family. 

The  History  of  Lancaster  County  published  in  1883,  prepared  by  Ellis  and  Evans,  makes  this  statement:  “Michael 
Greider  also  purchased  250  acres  of  land  at  the  mouth  of  the  Conestoga  Creek  on  the  Manor  side.  One  of  his  sons 
moved  to  Chickies  Creek  at  John  Moore’s  mill.  The  descendants  of  Michael  Greider  are  numerous  and  are  scattered 
over  this  and  adjoining  counties.  Safe  Harbor  is  built  upon  the  Michael  Greider  tract  at  the  mouth  of  the  Conestoga 
Creek.”  According  to  “Uncle  Jacob’s”  recollection  of  traditions,  one  report  says  that  his  ancestor,  the  Settler,  Martin, 
established  himself  at  the  mouth  of  the  Conestoga,  and  another  report  says  that  he  came  from  the  locality  of  Lancaster 
directly  to  the  Chickies  Valley  in  the  vicinity  of  Landisville.  That  Martin  Greider  lived  and  died  in  this  vicinity  is 
strengthened  in  his  mind  by  the  recollection  of  a  sandstone,  almost  illegible,  which  he  says  was  removed  from  the 
farm  of  another  Jacob  Greider  and  placed  in  the  Mennonite  cemetery  at  Landisville.  His  recollection  of  this  stone 
is  very  definite.  He  distinctly  recalls  the  lettering,  M.  G.  1700 — 1802,  and  remembers  clearly  the  spot  of  its  location 
in  the  cemetery.  He  has  a  strong  impression  that  this  “M.  G.”  was  Martin  Greider,  the  original  member  of  the  family 
to  settle  in  this  locality.  This  impression  is  further  fortified  by  the  great  age  of  “M.  G.”,  102  years,  as  longevity  is  a 
Greider  tendency.  According  to  tradition  this  was  Martin  Greider,  Junior. 

(“Uncle  Jacob”  accompanied  the  writer  to  the  Landisville  cemetery  to  examine  this  stone,  but  much  to  his  dis¬ 
comfiture  it  could  not  be  found.  Two  things  are  possible.  First,  this  sandstone  might  have  gone  the  way  of  many  of  the 
footstones  of  this  cemetery.  It  was  possibly  considered  worthless  and  in  the  way  and  therefore  taken  away  and  perhaps 
destroyed.  If  this  was  done,  someone  responsible  should  be  made  to  understand  the  value  of  a  marker  of  this  kind  as 
compared  with  his  own  ideas  of  efficiency.  Second,  it  is  possible  that  some  trick  of  memory,  common  enough  in 
much  younger  people,  has  caused  “Uncle  Jacob”  to  believe  the  stone  was  located  here  when  he  actually  saw  it  else¬ 
where.  This  belief  is  strengthened  in  the  writer’s  mind  because  the  spot  where  he  supposed  the  stone  formerly  stood 
was  not  in  or  near  any  Greider  burial  plot.  Whatever  happened  to  this  stone  should  be  made  a  subject  of  inquiry 
among  the  Landisville  Greiders  for  it  is  probably  the  last  marker  of  their  first  ancestor  in  this  country). 

•Uncle  Jacob  Greider  gives  the  following  genealogy  from  memory  and  such  records  as  he  has  at  hand. 

Martin  Greider,  Junior,  was  born  1700,  died  1802.  He  had  three  sons;  (1)  Michael,  who  failed  financially  in 
panicky  times,  apparently  left  all  he  possessed  to  his  creditors,  and  moved  to  Erie,  Pa.  (2)  Martin,  who  built  Moore’s 
mill  in  Rapho  township.  He  is  the  great-grandfather  of  Samuel  Greider.  His  remains  were  placed  in  the  burying- 
ground  on  Nissley’s  farm  but  the  old  burial  plot  has  been  farmed  over  and  the  stones  are  now  lying  along  the  fence. 
One  of  his  daughters  married  a  Nissley,  another  married  a  Pyfer,  and  another  married  a  Hershey.  (3)  John,  who  served 
in  the  American  Revolution,  was  born  Feb.  17,  1761  arid  died  March  18,  1830.  His  wife  Martha  was  born  March  7,  1769 
and  died  Sept.  5,  1838.  They  lie  at  rest  in  the  Abram  H.  Greider  farm  grave  yard  near  Landisville. 

(It  should  be  noted  here  that  “Uncle.  Jacob”  Greider  and  the  Lancaster  County  historians  both  mention  Moore’s 
mill.  The  county  historian  says,  “A  son  of  Michael  Greider  moved  to  Chickies  Creek  at  John  Moore’s  mill.”  Uncle 

Jacob  says.  “Martin,  the  son  of  Martin  Greider  the  Settler,  built  Moore’s  mill.”  It  should  be  noted  also  that  the 

original  Martin  was  born  in  1700,  and  that  John,  of  the  Revolution,  supposed  to  be  his  son  and  a  brother  of  the  mill 
builder  was  born  in  1761.  It  is  possible  that  the  Settler  Martin  had  a  son  born  to  him  when  he  was  sixty-one  years 
of  age  but  it  is  more  probable  that  John  of  the  Revolution  was  a  grandson  of  Martin  Greider,  the  Settler,  and  a  son  of 

Michael.  There  could  easily  be  roon).  there  for  a  generation  not  accounted  for). 


The  children  of  John  Greider,  of  the  Revolution,  and  his  wife  Martha  are  recalled  as  follows:  (1)  Martin, 
first  wife  a  Hostctter.  Moved  to  Indiana.  (2)  John,  horn  Oct.  10,  1796,  died-  March  22,  1379, '  married  Anna 
Hershey  who  died  June  26,  1871,  aged  71  years.  11  months  and  10  days.  Their  graves  are  in  the  Abram  H.  Greider 
farm  burial  ground  near  those  of  their  parents.  .Their  children  are,  (a)  Martha,  who  married  Eli  Emig.  Their  son 
*  Major  C.  E. 'Emig  is  the  Greider  historian,  (b)  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  L.  Baer,  born  May  17,  1337,  died  Sept.  4, 

_ 1361.  Buried  with  her  parents,  (c)  Barbara,  married  to  a  Hostetter.  (d)  Andrew,  married  to  a  Hcrshey,  buried 

at  Silver  Spring.  (3)  Christian,  born  1799,  died  1390,  aged  91  years,  buried  at  Landisville.  His  descendants  will 
later  be  followed  out  in  detail.  (4)  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Bruckhart.  (5)  Michael,  married  a  Hogendobler, 
buried  along  Marietta  Pike,  two  miles  west  of  Silver  Spring.  .  (6)  Jacob,  twin  to  Maria;  married  a  Herr.  -Because 
of  his  combativeness,  he  was  nicknamed  .“Commodore”  after  Commodore  Perry  of  naval  fame.  Of  his  children  this  is 
recalled;  Mary  died  a  spinster;  Abraham  .went  to  Virginia;  one  daughter  married  a  Miller;  another  daughter 
married  a  Zeatner;  there  was  a  son  Tobias,  and. a  son  Martin;  there  was  also  a  crippled  son  who  is  buried  at  Silver 
Spring.  The  impression  is  that  Jacob  and  wife  were  buried  at  Landisville  and  later  removed  to  Silver  Spring.  (7) 
Maria,  twin  to  Jacob,  married  Abram  Herr,  children,  John,  Abram,  Martha  and  Benjamin.  Maria  and  husband 
buried  at  Landisville.  (8)  Magdalena,  married  to  Martin  Funk,  lived  in  Manor  township.  Uncertain  of  descen¬ 
dants.  ... 


The  descendants  of  Christian,  the  third  son  of  the  preceding  family,  are  given  with  some  degree  of  completeness.

Their  children  are  (a)  Susan,  married  to 
Jacob  Shenk  Bowers.  They  are  the  parents  of  Enos,  B.  Frank,  M.  D:,  Mary  Bowers  Sager,  Susan  Bowers  Hoover,. 
Anna  Bowers  Kemp,  Daniel,  Ella  Bowers  Peirce,  Joyce,  deceased,  (b)  Elizabeth,  married  to  Samuel  Wright.  Their 
son  Daniel,  appointed  by  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  is  serving  as  Sanitary  Engineer  at  Athens,  Greece!  Two  other 
sons  are  Jesse  and  Frederick.  Aaron  and  Isaiah  are  deceased.  (5)  Jacob,  bom  Nov.  13,  1834,  still  living  in  his 
ninety-sixth  year,  the  last  survivor  of  his  family.  His  children  are,  (a)  Wesley,  born  March  25,  1363,  married  to 
Anna  Lane,  children,  Eva,  Miriam,  Paul,  Anna,  (b)  Elizabeth,  born  June  9,  1864,  married  to  John  Mumma,  no  child¬ 
ren.  (c)  Mary,  born  March  14,  1868,  married  Benjamin  Rohrer,  no  children,  (d)  Sarah,  bom  August  2,  1873, 
married  Jacob  Newcomer,  one  child,  Ruth,  (e)  Anna,  born  Jan.  8,  1878,  married  Daniel  B.  Erb.

Herr,  a  graduate  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  (b)  Minnie,  married  to  Henry  K.  Miller,  children,  Henry  R., 
Walter  R.,  Carolyn  Maude,  all  graduates  of  Cornell  University,  (c)  Harry  Greider  Rohrer,  married  to  Esther  Charles, 
children.  May,  Anna,  Ruth,  Esther,  Harry,  Helen,  Emerson,  Katherine,  (d)  Emerson,  unmarried,  (e)  Mary,  first 
wife  of  Tilman  Garber.  She  died  young  leaving  one  child,  Laura,  who  is  married  to  John  Kem.  (f)  Christian, 
M.  D.,  who  married  Mabel  Detwiler,  no  children.  (9)  Barbara,  married  to  Jacob  McCallister,  Children,  Klinger  and 
Cora.  (10)  Amos  the  youngest  son  of  Christian  Greider,  was  bom  Sept.  3,  1850,  and  died  December  l^T^LL  On 
February  16,  1871,  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth  R.  Cassel  who  was  born  October  28,  1850.  Their  children  are  (a) 
Harry  G.,  bom  Sept.  28,  1871,  died  1919.  He  was  married  to  Anna  Hershey.  There  was  one  daughter,  deceased,

This  is  not  intended  to  be  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  this  branch  of  the  Greider  family.  There  are  many 
omissions  which  are  not  intended  as  a  slight  to  anyone,  but  merely  indicate  that  the  writer  had  not  time  to  follow  out 
all  the  family  lines.  To  anyone  who  is  interested  it  may  be  of  some  value  in  tracing  family  connections.  It  is  hoped 
that  such  a  beginning,  crude  and  incomplete  as  it  is,  will  stimulate  each  family  branch  to  find  its  own  historian  and 
encourage  him  or  her  to  complete  the  family  records. 

Note— -In  the  Penn’a.  Archives,  Second  Series,  Volume  13,  page  437  is  the  following  notation.  “Took  the  oath 
of  allegiance  at  Lancaster,  June  8,  1778,  John  Kryder.”  This  is  in  all  probability  our  Revolutionary  John  Greider 
who  must  have  entered  the  American  army  soon  after  this  date.  Tradition  says  that  the  Greiders  of  that  day  were 
very  much  chagrined  by  the  action  of  this  young  man  in  joining  the  army  and  they  did  all  they  could  to  keep  hushed 
the  “family  disgrace.” 


THE  KREIDER-GREIDER  ASSOCIATION 

What  is  the  Kreider-Greider  Association?  This  question  is  being  asked  and  will  be  asked  in  the  future. 
The  answer  is,  that  it  is  the  best  piece  of  constructive  work  yet  put  over  by  our  family  reunion.  It  is  the  beginning 
of  big  things;  it  has  enormous  possibilities;  it  will  become  the  real  binding  tissue  of  the  family  if  it  is  supported  and 
properly  managed. 

How  was  it  started?  One  year  ago  the  suggestion  was  made  at  the  reunion  that  there  should  be  a  sound  and 
substantial  organization  in  the  family  which  could  own  property,  receive  bequests,  transact  business,  carry  responsi¬ 
bility,  and  be  held  responsible  for  anything  in  their  possession.  The  only  possible  solution  seemed  to  be  to  effect  a 
corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  state.  This  was  agreed  to  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  membership. 
Directors  for  the  new  corporation  were  nominated  and  elected  in  the  meeting,  with  instructions  to  set  up  an  organiza¬ 
tion  and  apply  for  a  charter.  The  directors  proceeded  to  carry  out  their  instructions  and  accordingly  on  November 
16th,  1929,  a  charter  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  was  granted  by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Lancaster  County. 

Wliat  is  the  purpose  of  this  Association?  First,  the  Association  aims  to  foster  a  friendly  and  sociable  spirit 
of  brotherly  love  among  members  of  the  family  group,  by  means  of  reunions,  committee  meetings,  and  assemblages, 
where  friendly  conversation,  religious  thought,  or  common  interests  may  be  expressed  without  fear  or  restraint. 

Second,  for  the  accumulation  and  maintenance  of  a  fund  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  original  Kreider-Greider 
burying  grounds,  and  for  the  making  and  caring  for  family  records  that  W'ill  soon,  without  this  care,  be  lost  for  all 
time. 

Is  it  possible  to  raise  such  a  fund  in  this  family?  Yes,  anything  is  possible  with  such  a  large  group.  The 
numbers  of  this  family  in  Lancaster  County  alone  could  carry  through  almost  anything  they  desire  if  they  were  united 
with  one  purpose.  The  care  of  the  old  graves  alone  is  a  sufficient  purpose  to  unite  any  self  respecting  family.  Stones 
and  markers  are  being  destroyed,  brambles  and  weeds  are  flourishing  where  loved  forms  were  once  laid  with  tender 
care.  All  are  too  busy  gaining  dollars  to  think  of  them  or  care  for  them.  Can  it  be  possible  that  there  is  anyone  so 
thoughtless  that  he  would  withhold  a  single  dollar  a  year  for  the  protection  of  the  remains  of  his  ancestors  from  insult 
and  Vandalism?  It  is  now  up  to  the  Kreiders  and  Greiders  and  all  that  have  any  interest  in  them  to  become  members 
of  the  new  Association.  Encourage,  lend  a  hand,  give  a  dollar,  and  the  satisfaction  of  having  something  for  a  good 
cause  -will  be  worth  a  hundred  times  that  amount  to  you.

Michael  Grittor— Decedent 

Dated  ye  15th  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1739. 

This  Testament  is  written  as  I  shall  be  held  with  my  children  when  I  shall  be  called  out  of  this  world. 

First — John  Jacob  shall  have  the  plantation  I  bought  of  Jacob  Oberholtz,  which  with  the  crop  and  twelve  bushel 
of  oats  and  the  hay  in  the  barn,  I  have  valued  at  200  pounds,  I  say  two  hundred  pounds. 

Secondly— Martin  and  Peter  shall  have  the  five  hundred  acres  that  we  are  bargaining  -with  Isaac  Norris  for, 
which  shall  be  reckoned  to  them  at  the  same  price  for  which  it  shall  be  purchased  and  John  Jacob  shall  pay  75  Jb., 
I  say  seventy-five  pounds  toward  purchasing. 

Thirdly — They  shall  sell,  the  Plantation  in  the  Manor  and  Ann  too  shall  have  out  of  the  same  a  share  equal  to  an¬ 
other  child. 

Fourthly — The  plantation  where  I  live  to  Daniel  if  he  lives  until  he  comes  jof  age  and  it  shall  be  valued  to  him 
at  a  moderate  rate,  and  if  his  mother  shall  then  be  living  and  shall  be  a  widow,  she  shall  have  such  a  maintenance  on 
the  place  that  she  can  give  a  piece  of  bread  to  the  poor.  .

1739  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Michael 
Gritter,  deceased,  written  in  High  Dutch  was  proved  in  due  form  of  law  and  administration  with  the  Testament  of  the 
said  Decedent  annexed  was  granted  to  Barbara  Grytter  (there  being  no  executors  appointed  by  the  said  Will)  She 
having  first  given  bond  well  and  truly  to  administer  the  Decedent’s  Estate  and  bring  an  inventory  thereof  into  the 
Register’s  office  in  Lancaster  County  on  or  before  the  eighteenth  day  of  March  next  and  also  to  render  an  account  of 
her  said  administration  on  or  before  the  eighteenth  day  of  February' Ano  Dom.  1740.  '

Note — The  original  will  does  not  appear  to  be  on  file.  It  is  recorded  that  it  was  in  High  Dutch.  There  is  evi¬ 
dently  some  mistake  in  translating  the' dates  as  the  letters  of  administration  were  taken  out  according  to  the  records  in 
February  of  1839,  while  the  date  of  the  will  is  given  as  October  15th,  1739.  We  mast  assume  that  the  will  was  of 
earlier  dale  and  was  incorrectly  copied  in  the  Register’s  office.  ;  •

It  is  at  first  my  will  that  after  my  decease,  my  beloved  wife,  Barbara,  shall  have  one  mare,  two  cows,  to  have  the 
choice  to  take  which  she  judge  best,  also  two  chests  and  a  good  feather  bed  and  bedstead. 

Secondly,  I  give  and  bequeath  and  devise  unto  my  said  wife  the  land  and  plantation  which  I  bought  of  Byerly, 
which  my  brother  Tobias  shall  deliver  her  free  and  shall  seal,  sign  and  execute  her  a  good  deed  for  the  same,  but  the 
charges  for  the  deed  my  wife  shall  pay. 

Item — I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  said  wife,  the  third  of  all  the  money  and  moveables  within  my  house  except 
the  grains  and  the  rest  of  the  beds. 

Item— My  land  and  plantation  whereon  I  now  live,  it  is  my  will  that  my  brother  Tobias  shall  have  the  same  one 
hundred  acres  where  the  buildings  and  clear  land  is,  and  the  other  one  hundred  acres  he  shall  deliver  to  my  brother 
Henry’s  children,  and  shall  make,  seal,  execute  and  deliver  to  them  a  good  deed  out  of  the  one  which  I  signed  with  my 
hand  to  him  for  which  hundred  acres  of  land  my  brother  Henry’s  children  shall  pay  three  hundred  pounds  to  my  other 
sisters,  but  always  they  shall  have  the  share  of  the  same  money  as  the  others,  and  my  brother  Tobias  shall  pay  for  his 
hundred  acres  four  hundred  pounds,  and  to  stand  in  shares  with  the  others  in  equally  shares;  and  my  brother,  Tobias  . 
shall  after  my  decease  pay  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds  in  one  years  time,  and  after  one  year,  every  year  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds;  and  my  brother  Henry’s  children  shall  pay  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds,  and  then  every  year  thirty  pounds 
till  all  is  paid;  and  it  is  my  will  that  my  brother  Jacob  Gryder,  his  children,  and  my  brother  George,  and  sister  Mary, 
their  children,  shall  make  no  demands  of  their  several  shares  till  the  time  and  as  they  come  of  age,  but  . my  brother 
Tobias  shall  keep  it  in  his  hand  till  each  of  them  is  of  age.

Landis,  Paul  Lantz,  and 
Andreas  Shultz,  the  witnesses  to  the  foregoing  will  and  on  their  solemn  affirmations,  did  declare  and  say  that  they 
were  present  and  saw  and  heard  Martin  Griter,  the  testator  above  named  sign,  seal,  publish,  pronounce  and  declare 
the  foregoing  writing  for  his  last  will  and  testament,  and  at  the  doing  thereof  he  was  of  sound  and  disposing  mind, 
memory  and  understanding,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge,  observation  and  belief.

•  EXTRACT  FROM  THE  WILL  OF  TOBIAS  GRYDER,  WILL  BOOK  X,  PAGE  234.. 

Letters  of  Administration  Granted  March  24,  1790. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Ann  one  hundred  pounds  in  hard  money,  the  new  house  wherein  I  now  live, 
and  room  in  the  cellar  and  spring  house,  and  in  the  kitchen  and  cabbage  garden,  as  much  as  she  chooses,  one  mare,  one 
cow,  two  beds,  two  bedsteads,  one  chest  and  as  much  household  furniture  as  she  may  choose.  My  son  Tobias  shall  give  her 
yearly  18  bu.  of  >vheat,  five  bushels  of  rye,  fifteen  bushels  of  oats,  five  bushels  of  malt,  one  fat  hog,  weighing  200 
pounds,  80  pounds  of  fat  beef,  20  pounds  of  heckled  hemp,  the  same  quantity  of  flax  and  the  tow  thereof,  and  six  pounds 
of  good  wool;  and  he  shall  feed  her  mare  and  cow  during  the  winter,  with  his  own,  and  keep  them  in  pasture  during  the 
summer  with  his  own,  and  further  give  her  one  bushel  of  coarse  salt,  and  a  half  bushel  of  fine  salt,  also  bring  home,  and 
cut  small  as  much  fire  wood  as  she  may  require,  and  also  give  her  five  gallons  of  apple  whiskey,  and  two  barrels  of 
cider,  and  of  all  the  fruit  as  much  as  she  may  choose,  and  the  third  part  of  the  hens  and  eggs. 

THE  NAME  KREIDER 

Among  the  various  explanations  of  the  name  Kreider  comes  one  from  an  intelligent  and  highly  educated  Gerrhan. 
He  says  that  in  the' ’manufacture  of  Morocco  leather  there  is  a  process  of  working  the  leather  with  chalk,  or  kreid,  the 
German  word  for-  chalk.  The  operator  of  this  process  is  -called  a  kreider.  Kreider  is  the  name  of  the  trade  of  apply' 
ing  the  chalk  treatment  to  Morocco.  In  the  modern  German  dictionary  there  is  no  word  Greid  or.Greit  to  explain  the 
origin  of  Greider.  A  probable  explanation  is  that  the  German  language  in  becoming  standardized  gradually  shifted 
from  the  G  to  the  K  in  beginning  the  word.  The  name  Greider  with  its  many  forms  of  spelling  was  much  more  general 
before  the- year  1800  than  the  name  Kreider.  •  • 


THIRD  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 

KREIDER  GREIDER  GENEALOGY 

AUGUST  2nd,  1933  . 

In  our  previous  reports  we  touched  on  the  meaning  of  the  family  name,  its  various  spellings,  the  early 
origin  of  the  family,  and  of  the  first  ones  of  that  name  to  come  to  Pennsylvania,  giving  also  some  story  of 
several  branches  in  Lancaster  and  Lebanon  Counties. 

We  shall  attempt,  in  this  report,  to  give  a  genealogical  outline  from  the  first  settlers,  as  we  have  been  able 
to  glean  from  the  meager  information  in  hand.  You  will  note  that  in  many  instances  proper  and  sufficient  data 
is  lacking,  but  we  trust,  however,  that  •en  though  vague  it  will  be  enough  to  form  a  basis  on  which  to  build 
up  a  full-grown  family  tree  later  on,  when  we  are  able  to  harmonize  all  the  very  widely  scattered  branches. 

JOHN  JACOB  GREIDER 

was  the  first  settler  bearing  our  family  name  of  -which  we  have  anything  like  an  accurate  record.  He  i6  presumed 
to  have  arrived  in  Lancaster  County  between  the  years  1712  and  1717,  and  located  on  the  Conestoga  Creek 
south,  and  near,  what  is  now  the  city  of  Lancaster,  where  he,  and  possibly  others  of  his  family,  took  up  a  tract 
of  800  acres  of  land.  This  tract  was  patented  to  Jacob  Greider  in  1734. 

With  JOHN  JACOB  GREIDER  came  his  son,  also  named  John  Jacob.  The  younger  John  Jacob  was  born 
in  Switzerland  about  the  year  1700,  and  died  in  1744.  He  had  only  one  son  (so  far  as  known)  who  was  named 
MICHAEL  GREIDER — born  July  25,  1742,  in  Lancaster  County.  We  hare  no  further  record  of  this  family 
than  that  Dr.  George  W.  Kreider,  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  is  a  descendant. 

MARTIN  GREIDER 

another  early  settler,  and  possibly  a  brother  of  John  Jacob,  arrived  at  Philadelphia  on  September  16,  1736, 
accompanied  by  his  three  sons,  JOSEPH,  JOHN  JACOB,  and  FREDERICK,  and  went  to  the  home  of  John 
Jacob,  near  Lancaster,  where  an  older  son,  MICHAEL,  was  also  living,  Michael  having  landed  at  Philadelphia 
four  years  before,  on  August  11,  1732.  The  three  brothers,  Joseph,  John  Jacob,  and  Frederick,  received  from 
Penn’s  sons  580  acres  of  land  in  Lebanon  township,  (then  a  part  of  Lancaster  County)  along  the  Snitz  Creek, 
near  what  is  now  the  city  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  and  four  years  later  their  father,  Martin,  who  was  a  blacksmith, 
joined  them,  receiving  from  them  160  acres  of  their  land. 

MARTIN  GREIDER,  the  father,  wras  bom  in  Switzerland  about  1681.  It  is  not  known  what  his  wife’s 
name  was,  or  whether  he  had  more  children  than  the  four  sons  above  mentioned. 

(I)  MICHAEL  GREIDER,  eldest  of  the  four  sons  of  Martin,  was  bom  in  1710,  and  died  in  1788.  He 
married  Elizabeth  Hess,  who  died  March  18,  1800.  He  bought  from  Henry  Herr  and  wife,  Anna,  May  15, 
1757,  200  acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Conestoga  Creek,  which  was  a  part  of  the  800  tract  purchased 
in  1717.  Michael  and  his  wife  are  buried  on  this  tract,  part  of  which  is  now  the  D.  W.  Shenk  farm.  Michael 
Greider  willed  this  farm  to  his  son,  Christian,  but  Christian  sold  it  in  1804  to  Jacob  Light,  and  moved  to  near 
Lebanon,  where  his  first  wife  died  that  same  year.  ^

(D)  ANN,  and  (E)  DANIEL,  who  was  a  minor  at  time  the  Will  was  made. 

(B)  MARTIN  GREIDER.  horn  about  1700,  died  1802,  lived  in  East  Hempfield  township,  and  had  seven 
children:-  (1)  JACOB,  (2)  DANIEL.  (3)  MICHAEL,  who  migrated  to  Erie,  Pa.,  (4)  a  daughter,  who  married 
Abraham  Hershcy,  (5)  MARTIN,  who  married  Elizabeth  Wcldv,  and  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  Greider 
who  built  what  is  now  Moore’s  Mill.  This  Martin  had  nine  children:-  (a)  Martin,  b.  April  4,  1790,  d.  March

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Another  MARTIN  GRYDER 

by  his  Till  dated  Jan.  13,  1758,  and  proven  Feb.  18,  1753  (this  gives  -uV  the  approximate  date  of  his  death) 
■wherein  he  mentions  his  wife’s  name  as  Barbara,  bequeathed  his  estate  as  follows:  To  his  brother,  Tobias,  the 
home  plantation  of  M)0  acres,  and  another  100  acres  to  his  brother  Henry’s  children.  He  also  mentions  his 
brothers,  Jacob  and  George,  and  a  sister,  Mary.  Also  “my  other  sisters,”  but  does  not  state  their  names,  so  we 
do  not  know  how  many  “other  sisters”  he  had.  Of  the  children  of  this  Martin  Gryder  we  know  only  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  •  (which  would  indicate  that  Martin  had  only  one  son,  whos®  name  was  Tobias).  From  Deed  Book  “Y- 
Y,”  pages  15  to  21,  Lancaster  County  Court  House,  we  learn  that  Jehn,  Thomas,  and  Richard  Penn,  by  Patent 
dated  Nov.  3,  1738,  granted  to  MARTIN  GRYDER  (by  name  of  Martin  Kreyter)  a  certain  tract,  situate  on 
or  near  Conostogoe  Creek  (Lampeter  Twp.)  of  200  acres,  according  to  the  courses  and  distances,  bounds  and 
limits  in  the  same  Patent  mentioned  and  described,  in  Office  for  Recording  of  Deeds  for  the  City  and  County 
of  Philadelphia,  in  Commiss:on  Book  “A,”  Vol.  1,  page  131,  etc.  Martin  Gryder  (alias  Cryder)  and  Barbara, 
his  wife,  by  Deed  dated  Jan.  11,  1758,  conveyed  this  tract  to  their  son,  TOBIAS  GRYDER  (by  the  name  of 
Tobias  Crydor).  (See  Deed  Book  “D,”  page  456,  in  Lancaster  Court  House).

By  another  Patent  from  the  Penn  heirs,  dated  Oct.  6,  1743,  this  same  TOBIAS  GRYDER  (by  the  nmne 
Tobias  Kryter)-  secured  a  certain  tract  of  200  acres,  situate  on  a  branch  of  the  Conostogoe  Creek  (evidently 
on  what  is  known  as  Mill  Creek)  as  described  in  Patent  Book  “A,”  Vol.  12,  pages  20  etc.,  in  Philadelphia. 

During  his  lifetime  the  said  Tobias  Gryder  6old  or  disposed  of  100  acres,  and  parcels,  of  the  above  first 
mentioned  tract. 

By  his  Till,  dated  Aug.  29,  1789  ‘(Therein  his  widow  is  mentioned  as  Ann)  TOBIAS  GRYDER  be¬ 
queathed  to  his  youngest  son,  Tobias,  the  land  and  plantation,  etc.,  whereon  Tobias  (the  testator)  resided 
while  he  lived,  this  being  a  part  and  parcel  ®f  the  residue  of  the  200  acres  above  last  mentioned,  which  by 
actual  survey  was  found  to  contain  177*14  acres,  and  was  bounded  as  follow:  Beginning  at  a  Black  Oak  tree, 
thence  by  lands  of  Andrew  Shultz,  John  Tanner,  and  Elias  Pusey,  north  15  and  14  degrees,  west  358  perches 
to  a  heap  of  stones,  thence  crossing  the  Conostogoe  Creek  by  lands  of  George  Ross,  north  74  and  %  degrees, 
east  70  perches  to  a  post,  thence  recrossing  Conostogoe  Creek  by  lands  devised  by  said  Tobias  Gryder  to  his 
son,  John,  and  lands  of  Jacob  Rohrer,  etc. 

Having  complied  with  certain  stipulations  in  his  father’s  Till,  the  Executors  of  Tobias  Gryder,  who  were 
John  Stauffer  and  Jacob  Hartman,  gave  to  Tobias  Gryder  (youngest  6on  of  Tobias)  a  proper  Deed  and  Re¬ 
lease,  under  date  of  Sept.  3,  1791. 

From  the  Till  of  TOBIAS,  dated  Aug.  29,  1789,  we  learn  that  he  and  his  wife,  Ann  — — — — — ,  had  three 
eons  and  four  daughters,  viz:  (1)  Jacob,  the  eldest  son  was  deceased  at  the  time  of  his  father’s  Till,  but  his 
seven  children  are  mentioned  as  John,  Arm,  Elizabeth,  Tobias,  Henry,  David,  Daniel — the  latter  five  being 
minors  at  the  time,  their  guardians  being  Christian  Herr  and  Christian  Hartman.  (2)  John,  the  second  son, 
owned  land  adjoining  his  father’6  homestead.  (3)  Tobias,  the  youngest  son,  inherited  the  homestead.  (4)  Ann, 
married  Jacob  Hartman,  the  younger.  (5)  Barbara,  married  John  Musser.  (6)  Mary,  married  Henry  Musser. 
(7)  Susanna,  married  Jacob  Miller. 

The  Kreiders  of  East  and  Test  Lampeter  townships  are  evidently  descended  from  Tobias  Grydfcr  (Krei- 
der)  and  wife,  Ann - — — — ,

AX  OLD  GREIDER  STILL  HOUSE 

In  the  early  days  of  our  country  the  temperance  movement  apparently  had  not  been  born  or  at  least  received  little 
attention.  Moderate  indulgence  in  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  was  practiced  with  the  utmost  freedom  and  candor. 
Almost  every  large  farm  was  considered  incomplete  without  its  still  house  either  for  home  consumption  or  for  com¬ 
mercial  purposes.  When  the  minister  called  it  was  considered  goad  form  to  make  the  treat  from  the  jug  a  part  of  his 
entertainment.  In  those  days  even  the  illustrious  Washington  had  his  private  still  house  and  Used  its  products  in  the 
entertainment  of  his  guests.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquors  was  then  lawful,  untaxed,  and  in  most  cases  unabused. 
It  was  part  of  the  spirit  of  the  times  and  was  very  little  condemned',  even  by  the  churches. 

To  have  been  engaged  in  the  making  of  wblskey  at  that  time  cannot  now  be  recalled  as  a  blemish  on  anyone’s 
character  and  we  feel  free  to  relate  something  of  interest  from  an  early  Greider  family. 

About  two  miles  south  of  Lancaster  on  the  northern  bank  of  the  Conestoga  a  spring  of  cold  water  issues  from  the 
ground.  Near  it  stood  the  still  house  of  Michael  Greider.  In  his  will  executed  in  1794  he  provided  that  the  still  house 
with  five  acres  of  adjacent  land  should  be  the  property  of  his  son,  Christian  Greider,  while  the  farm  should  go  to  his 
other  two  sons,  Michael  and  John.  With  such  a  small  tract  of  land  it  is  evident  that  Christian  did  not  gain  his  livelihood 
by  farming.  '  .• 

Here,  however,  comes  the  interesting  part  of  the  story.  Before  the.  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,  while 
Washington  was  President,  a  law  was  passed  regulating  the  manufacture  of  liquor  and  placing  a  tax  upon  it.  Christian 
Greider  was  then  about  forty  years  of  age,  in  the  prime  of  life  and  well  established  in  business.  It  Is  no  small  wonder 
then  that  he,  and  other  local  distillers  considered  this  a  piece  of  radical  legislation  and  determined  to  beat  the  law  if 
possible.  We  have  the  story,  from  Isaiah  Wise  Krider,  a  grandson  of  Christian,  born  June  4,  1830,  that  his  grand¬ 
father  thought  he  could  evade  the  law  by  moving  west,  farther  from  the  seat  of  government.  Isaiah  Krider  (note 
change  of  name)  lived  in  Logans  port,  Indiana,  and  during  his  lifetime  made  several  trips  east  to  the  old  homestead.  We 
are  indebted  to  him  for  a  partial  record  of  his  family. 

Christian  Greider  with  his  family  moved  to  Fort  Erie,  in  the  northwestern  part  of  Pennsylvania  and  there  went  into 
the  distilling  business.  Here  the  whiskey  makers  became  organized  in  their  resistance  to  the  revenue  men  and  there 
ensued  a  serious  disorder  known  in  history  as  the  "Whiskey  Rebellion.”-  In  the  end  Washington  went  there  with 
troops  and  put  an  end  to  the  trouble.  •  .  -  . 

Washington  did  not  make  this  journey  as  a  soldier,  but  as  President,  so  as  to  investigate  conditions  first  hand  and 
to  settle  the  difficulty  with  as  little  friction  as  possible.  It  is  related  that  the  President  was  approached  by  a  resident 
of  that  region  and  was  asked  why  he,  as  president,  had  come  so  far  from  home  to  that  part  of  the  country.  Washington 
answered,  "My  friend,  can  you  keep  a  secret?”  "Yes,  indeed,”  replied  the  native.  "So  can  I,”  said  Washington. 

At  any  rate  the  Greiders  decided  that  Pennsylvania  was  not  a  good  place  to  practice  their  trade  so  they  moved 
farther  west  into  Ohio  and  finally  into  Indiana.  Here,  too.  the  stro»g  arm  of  the- law  finally  reached  them  and  ruined 
their  business  of  the  free  and  unlicensed  manufacture  of  liquor.  The  Kreider  mind  is  firm  and  slow  to  change  but  when 
ence  the  light  of  a  new  day  is  comprehended  they  become  the  best  of  converts.  And  so  it  was  with  our  distillers.  They 
settled  down  to  legitimate  enterprise. s  and  are  now.  as  descendants,  the  same  thrifty,  industrious,  and  successful 
people  thr-i  you  may  find  wherever  the  Kreider-Greider  blood  flows.  One  of  the  sons  is  now  a  Lutheran  minister  in 
Indiana.  . : 

Christian  Krider  (changed  from  Greider)  the  original  migrator  to  Fort  Erie  lies  buried  with  his  two  sons  and 
their  wives  in  a  burying  ground  in  Bethlehem  township,  Cass  county,  Indiana.  Here  his  troubled  life  and  his  migrations 
have  ended.  '

,  GREAT-GREAT-GRANDMOTHER 

!  SUSANNA  ROHRER  MULLER,  whose  daughter  Susanne  married  my  great-grandfather,  Jacob  Kreider,  stands  in 
a  class  by  herself,  on  record  as  being  the  first  woman  physician  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  She  began  as  a  mia^. 
but  her  practice  extended  until  it  became  general  and  was  very  large.  Petite  and  dainty,  she  was  a  great  horsewoman, 
always  preferring  a  pacer  for  her  riding-horse.  On  horseback  she  visited  her  patients  who  were  scattered  over  a  v. 
area. 

Her  interest  in  her  profession  is  said  to  have  been  motivated  almost  entirely  by  her  innate  love  for  ministering 
to  the  sick  and  caring  for  the  poor  and  helnless.  "When  she  called  unon.  no  winter  storm  could  prevent  her  irom 
going  forth,  no  dark  night  on  a  lonely  forest  road  dismayed  her,  and  no  ordinary  obstacle  stood  in  the  way  of  t  e  pe  - 
formance  of  her  duty. 

A  number  of  interesting  incidents  have  been  told  by  people  who  remembered  very  well  when  she  was  their  family 
physician.  . 

On  one  occasion  she  was  called  to  York  County  on  a  serious  case.  (There  were  times  when  the  men  physicians,  at 
the  end  of  their  resources,  would  say,  "Send  for  Dr.  Muller  to  consult.”)  The  York  County  family  being  very  poor  coui 
not  pay  in  money  so  they  gave  the  doctor  a  fawn  for  the  children.  She  fastened  it  across  her  horse  and  earned  it  home 
where  it  was  a  pet  of  the  children  until  it  was  full  grown,  and  for  years  later.  One  day  as  it  was  in  the  fields  with  tne 
cows  it  disappeared.  It  was  thought  that  either  a  hunter,  mistaking  it  for  a  wild  deer,  had  shot  it,  or  a  wild  animal  ha 
gotten  it. 

Another  family  tradition  is  that  her  husband  objected  to  her  career.  Upon  one  occasion  when  she  returned  at  the 
end  of  a  snowy,  wintry  day,  her  husband  said  with  some  spirit,  "Another  wild  goose  chase.’’  But  she  drew  frorn  ^er 
pocket  a  roll  of  bills.  Tradition  has  it  that  she.  wise  little  lady,  had  placed  the  bills  in  her  pocket  before  she  started  out 
in  the  mr'ning.  • 

In  1894  Dr.  Benjamin  F.  Miller  met  an  aged  man,  Mr.  Warfel,  then  89  years  old,  who  remembered  distinctly  of 
having  been  vaccinated  by  her.  Since  it  was  not  until  about  1800  that  Dr.  Jenner’s  discover  of  vaccine  was. accepted 
by  any  physicians  in  England  even,  it  shows  Dr.  Muller  to  have  been  an  up-to-date,  progressive  little  lady.  The  practice 
of  vaccination  had  met  with  violent  opposition  at  first,  even  in  London.  .  ; 

Dr.  Muller  practiced  until  the  time  of  her  death.  In  the  last  fifteen  years  of  her  life  she  was  attending  physician, 
according  to  her  own  journal,  at  the  birth  of  ic.fi7  civ  '<rer>  Numbers  of  times  in  Trinity  Church,  Lancaster,  she  stood 
as  god-mother  when  baby  girls  were  given  her  name.  She  was  greatly  beloved  by  her  patients. 

In  the  Historical  Association  Library  of  Penm-vivam”  may  be  found  the  record  of  her  death  and  burial.  She  died  °? 
pleurisy,  Nov.  22,  1815,  and  the  funeral  was  conducted  Nov.  24  by  the  Rev.  C.  L.  F.  Endress,. pastor  of  Trinity  church 
and  afterward  the  first  president  of  the  School  Board  of  Lancaster  when  the  Public  School  Law  first  went  into  effect. 

Dr.  Muller  was  so  popular  and  so  well  known  that  no  church  in  the  community  was  large  enough  fOr  the  funeral 
service,  hence  it  was  held  in  a  grove,  the  estimated  attendance  being  2000  people,  according  to  Mrs.  Betsy  Kepperling 
Snyder,  later  of  Washington,  Iowa,  who  was  present. 

Today  I  visited  the  burial  place  of  great-great-grandmother  in  the  old  Thomas  Burying  Ground  near  Byerland 
church  in  Pequea  township,  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  The  thick  growth  of  weeds  and  underbrush  is  a  sad  testimony  to  popu¬ 
larity  during  life  and  to  the  loyalty  of  posterity.  The  tombstones  were  lying  on  the  ground  and  broken.  But  she  needs 
no  monument.  Her  fame  is  alive  in  the  records  of  state  and  church.  Her  influence  and  teachings  of  the  principles  Oi 
health  and.  right  living  have,  like  the  ripple^  of  the  sea,  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  earth.

Item— I  give  and  devise  unto  my  youngest  son  Tobias  Gryder  my  land- and  plantation  whereon  I  live  consisting  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  more  or  less  according  to  the  lines_  marked  out  in  the  draft  thereof,  To  hold  for  him,  his 
heirs,  and  assigns  forever,  for  which  he  shall  pay  one  thousand  pounds  hand  money  by  payment  of  fifty  pounds  yearly, 
beginning  on  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  1785,  and  that  day  yearly  fifty  pounds  until  all  is  paid.
